2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post as specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto.

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3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — -The number of the said post, its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column* 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.—' The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said post 
shall be as specified in columns 3 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification, — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category or persons.

G.S.R. 1054. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 48 of the Coffee 
Act, 1942 (7 of 1942), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Coffee Board Servants (Conduct) Rules, 1988, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Coffee Board Servants (Conduct) Amend- 
ment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Coffee Board Servants (Conduct) Rules, 1968 (hereinafter referred to 
as the said rules) for sub-rule (4) of rule 16, the following sub-rule shall be sub- 
stituted, namely: — 

"(4) (i) No Board servant shall, save in the ordinary course of business 
with a bank or a public limited company, either himself or through 
any member of his family or any other person acting on his behalf, — 

(a) lend or borrow or deposit money, as a principal or an agent, to, or 

from, or with, any person or firm or private limited company 
withm the local limits of his authority or with whom he Is likely 
to have official dealings /or otherwise place himself under any pe- 
cuniary obligation to such person or firm or private limited com- 
pany; or 

(b) lend money to any person at interest or in a manner whereby return 

in money or in kind is charged or paid: 

Provided that a Board servant may, give to, or accept from, a rela- 
tive or a personal friend, a purely temporary loan of a small amount 
free of interest, or operate a credit account with a bona fide trades- 
man or make an advance of pay to his private employee: 

Provided further that nothing in this sub-rule shall apply in respect of 
any transaction entered into by a Board servant with the previous 
sanction of the Board. 

(ii) When a Board servant is appointed or transferred to a post of such 
nature as would involve him in the breach of any of the rpovisions 
of sub-rule (2) or sub-rule Mk), he shall forthwith report the cir- 
cumstances to the prescribed authority and shall thereafter act in 
accordance with such order as may be made by such authority.” 

3. In rule 22 of the said rules, — 

(i) for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(b) not be under the influence of any Intoxicating drink or drug during 
the course of his duty and shall also take due care that the per- 
formance of his duties at any time is not affected in any way by 
the influence of such drink or drug.”;

— In exercise ol the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section- 
al and sub-section (1) of section 33 of the Cardamom Act, 1965 (42 of 1965), thee 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules; namely: — 


Part I — General 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1). These rules may be called the Cardamomi 
Board Service (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires: 

(a) “appointing authority” in relation to a card’s employee means: 

(i) the authority empowered to make appointments to the post which the- 
Board’s employee for the time being holds, or 
(li) the authority which appointed the Board’s employee to a post which he: 
for the time being holds, or 

(iii) where the Board’s employee halving been a permanent member of any 
other service or having substantively held any other permanent post, 
not under the Board, but has been in continuous employment of the- 
Board, the authority which appointed him to that service or to any 
grade in that service or to that post. 

.(d) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Board, 

(c) “Board's employee” means a person employed under the Board other them 
the Chairman, the officer appointed under sub-section (1) of section 7 or sub-section 
(2) of section 7 of the Cardamom Act, 1965, or any Government officer lent to the- 
Board. 

(d) "Chairman” means the chairman of the Board. 

(e) "Director” means the Director of Cardamom Development. 

(f) "disciplinary authority” in relation to the imposition of a penalty on a 
BUoard’s employee means the authority competent under these rules to impose on. 
him that penalty. 

(g) "Executive Committee” means the Executive Committee of the Board. 

(h) “Schedule” means schedule to these rules. 

(1) "Service" means service under the Board. 

3. Application. — ( 1 ) These rules shall apply to all the Board’s employees except — 

(a) persona in casual employment; 

(b) persons on dally wages; and 

(cl persons not brought to regular establishment 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), the Central Government 
may, by order, exclude any class of Board’s employees from the operation of all or 
any of these rules. 


(3) If any doubt arises: — 


(a) whether these rules or any of them apply to any person, or 

(b) whether any person to whom these rules apply belongs to a particular 
class of Board’s employees, 

the matter shall be referred to the Central Government whose decision thereon 
shall be final. 


4. Protection of rights and privileges conferred by any law or agreement—. 
Nothing in these rules shall operate to deprive any Board s employee of any right 
or privilege to which he may be entitled — • 

(a) by or under any law for the time being in force, or 

(b) by the terms of any agreement entered Into by the Board.

Part 1JI — Suspension 

6. Suspension. — (i) (a) A Board’s employee may be placed under suspension 
from service pending Inquiry ipto charges against him — 

(I) where such suspension is necessary in the interests of the Board, or 

(II) where a disciplinary proceeding against him is contemplated or is pend- 

ing, or 

(lli) where a case against him in respect of any criminal offence Is under 
investigation, inquiry or trial. 

(b) The appointing authority or any authority empowered by the Chairman in 
that behalf may place a Board’s employee under suspension. 

Note: — A n employee shall not be suspended except when it Is really necessary, 
and the authority empowered to suspend shall Vie guided by the following consi- 
derations: 

(a) there must be a strong prima facie case against the delinquent; 

(b) if the otfsnce is of such a serious nature that dismissal will be the prob- 

able punishment or such that it is maclvisible that the offender 
should be allowed to continue to perform the duties of his office 
pending decision on the case, suspension is justifiable; 

(c) unless there Is some very strong reason why the offender should not be 

allowed to continue to work until the case has been decided, suspen- 
sion should not be resorted to; 

(d) no one should be suspended lor petty breaches of discipline and for 

minor departmental offences; 

(e) an employee can be suspended under any of the following circumstances: 

(I) If he wilfully and obstinately refuses to carry out an order, or 
(ii) if during the course of an inquiry bis retention in his appointment 
would hamper or frustrate such inquiry; or 
(ill) if he is in police custody; or 

(iv) If he is charged with an offence of a nature, which, if proved against 
him, would ordinarily result in his dismissal; or 
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(v) if a case against him in respect of any criminal oflence la under investi- 
gation or trial; 

Provided that, where the order of suspension is made by an authority lower 
than the appointing authority or without the specific authority from the Chairman, 
such authority shall forthwith report to the Chairman or the concerned authority 
the circumstances in which the order was made and seek the approval of the action 
taken by him. 

(2) A Boards employee shall be deemed to have been placed under suspension 
by an order of appointing authority — 

(a) with effect from the date of his detention, if he is detained in custody, 

whether on a criminal! charge or otherwise for a period exceeding forty- 
eight hours; 

(b) with eilect from the date of his conviction if, in the event of a conviction 

for an ofience, he is sentenced to a term of imprisonment exceeding 
forty-eight hours and is not forthwith dismissed or removed or com- 
pulsorily retired consequent to such conviction. 

Explanation. — The period of forty-eight hours referred to in clause (b) shall be 
computed from the commencement of the imprisonment after the conviction and 
for this purpose intermittent periods of imprisonment, if any, shall be taken Into 
account. 

(3) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement from service 
imposed upon a Board's employee under suspension is set aside In appeal or on 
review under these rules and the case is remitted for further inquiry or action or 
with any directions, the order of his suspension shall be deemed to have continued 
in force on and from the date of the original order of dismissal, removal or com- 
pulsory retirement and shall remain in force until further orders. 

(4) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement from 
service imposed upon a Board’s employee is set aside or declared or rendered void 
in consequence of or by a decision Of a court of law and the disciplinary authority, 
on a consideration of the circumstances of the case, decides to hold a further inquiry 
against him on the allegation on which the penalty of dismissal, removal or com- 
pulsory retirement was originally Imposed, the Board’s employee shall be deemed 
to have been placed under suspension by the appointing authority from the date 
of the original order of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement, and shajl 
continue to remain under suspension until further orders. 

7. Order of suspension to continue until modified. — (1) An order of suspension 
made or deemed to have Been made under this rule shall continue to remain In 
force (a) until it is modified or revoked by the authority competent to do so, of 
(b) where, in the opinion of the authority aforesaid, he has engaged himself In 
activities prejudicial to the Interest of the security of the State. 

(2) Where a Board's employee is suspended or is deemed to have been suspend- 
ed, (whether in connection with any disciplinary proceeding or otherwise) the 
■authority competent to place him under suspension, may, for reasons to be recorded 

by him In writing, direct that the Board s employee shall continue to bo under 
■suspension until the termination of all or any such proceedings. 

(3) An order of suspension made or deemed to have been made under this 
rule may at any time be modified or revoked by the authority which made or is 
deemed to have made the order or by any authority to which that authority is 

■ subordinate. 

Note: — The grant of subsistence allowance shall be governed by the provisions 
'of the Fundamental Rules and Supplementary Rules. 

Part TV — Tenalties and Disciplinary Authorities 

8- Penalties. — The following penalties may, for good and sufficient reasons and 
as hereinafter provided, be Imposed on a Board’s employee, namely:—

f(iil) Recovery from his pay, of the whole or part, of any pecuniary loss caused 
by him to the Board by negligence or breach ol orders;

(v) Reduction to a lower stage ip the time-scale of pay for a specified period, 
with further directions as to whether or not the Board’s employee will 
earn increment of pay during the period of such reduction and whe- 
ther on the expiry of such period, the reduction will or will not have 
the effect of postponing the future Increments of his pay; 


(vf) Reduction to a lower time-scale of pay, grade, or post which shall ordi- 
narily be a bar to the promotion of the Board’s employee to the time- 
scale of pay, grade, or post from which he was reduced, with or 
without further directions regarding conditions or restoration to that 
grade or post: 


(vll) Compulsory retirement; 

(yiii) Removel from service which shall not be a disqualification for future 
employment. 

(Ix) Dismissal from service which shall be a disqualification for future employ- 
ment 


Explanation. — The following shall not amount to penalty within the meaning 
of tills rule, namely: — 

(i) Withholding of increments of pay of a Beard’s employee for his failure 

to puss any departmental examination in accordance with the rules or 
orders governing the post which he holds or the terms of his appoint- 
ment; 

(ii) Stoppage of a Board’s employee at the efficiency bar In the time-scale 

of pay on the ground of his unfltnessi to cross the bar; 

(111) Non-promotion of a Board’s employee whether In a substantive or offi- 
ciating capacity, after consideration of his case, to a grade or post 
for promotion to which he is eligible; 

(iv) Reversion of a Board’s^ employee officiating In a higher grade or post. 

to a lower grade or post, on the ground that he is considered to be 
unsuitable for scuh higher grade or post or on any administrative 
ground unconnected with his conduct; 

(v) Reversion of a Board’s employee appointed on probation to any other 

grade or post to his permanent grade or post during or at the end of 
the period of probation in accordance with the terms of his appoint- 
ment or the rules and orders governing such probation; 

(vi) Replacement of the service of a Board’s employee whose services had 

been borrowed from a Central Govevnment/State Government or any 
other authority, at the disposal of that Government or the authority 
from which the services of such a Board’s employee had been borrowed; 

(vll) Compulsory retirement of a Board's employee in accordance with the 
provisions relating to his superannuation or retirement; 

(vlii) Termination of the services:— 

(a) of a Board’s employee appointed on probation, during or at the end 

of the period of his probation. In accordance with the terms of hjs 
appointment or the rules and orders governing such probation; 

(b) of a Board’s employee, appointed under an agreement in accordance 

with the terms of such agreement. 

9. Disciplinary authority. — (1) The Central Government may impose any of 
the penalties specified in rule 8 on any Board’s employee. 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-rule (1), the penalties mentioned 
tn rule 8 may be imposed on a Board’s employee by the authorities specified in 
the Schedule. 


10 Institution of disciplinary proceedings— (1) The Central Government or 
any other authority empowered by it by general or special order may- 

fa) institute disciplinary proceedings against any Board’s employee; 
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(b) direct a disciplinary authority to institute disciplinary proceedings 
against any Board’s employee on whom that disciplinary authority Is 
competent to impose under these rules any of the penalties specified 
In rule 8 . 


(2) A disciplinary authority competent under these rules to impose any of the 
penalties specified in clauses (1) to (iv) of rule 8 may Institute disciplinary proceed- 
ings against any Board’s employee for the imposition -of any of the penalties spe- 
ciefled in clauses (v) to (lx) of rule 8 , notwithstanding that such disciplinary 
authority is not competent under these rules to impose any of the latter penalties. 

Part V — Procedure for Imposing Penalties 

11. Procedure for imposing major penalties. — (1) No order imposing cn a 
Board’s employee any of the penalties specified in clauses (v) and (ix) of rule 8 
shall be passed except after an inquiry, held as far as may be, in the manner 
hereinafter provided. 

(2) The disciplinary authority shall frame definite charges on the basis of the 
allegations on which the inquiry is proposed to be held. Such charges, together 
with a statement of the allegations on which those are based, shall be communi- 
cated in writing to the Board's employee, and he shall be required to submit, within 
such time as may b e specified by the disciplinary authority (a) to such authority;* 
or (b) where a Board of Inquiry or Inquiry Officer has been appointed under sub- 
rule (31 to that Boad or Officer, a/ written statement of his defence and also to 
state whether he desires to be heard In person. 


Explanation .— In this sub-rule and in sub-rule (3), the expression "the discipli- 
nary authority” shall include the authority competent under these rules to impose 
upon the Board’s employee any of the penalties in clauses (i) to (iv) of rule 8 - 

(3) The disciplinary authority may Inquire Into the charges itself or. If it 
considers it necessary so to do, it may, either at the time of communicating the 
charges to the Board’s employee under subrule (2) or at any time thereafter, 
appoint a Board of Inquiry or Inquiring Officer for the purpose. 


(4) The Bonds employee shall, for the purpose of preparing his defence, be 
permitted to inspect and take extracts from such official records as he may specify, 
provided that such permission may be refused, if for reasons to be recorded in 
writing in the opinion of the disciplinary authority, such records are not rele- 
vant for the purpose or it is against public interest to allow him access thereto. 


(5) On receipt of the written statement of defence, or if no such statement Is 
received within the time specified, the disciplinary authority, or, as the case may 
be, the Board of Inquiry or the Inquiring Officer may Inquire into such of the 
charges as are not admitted. 


( 6 ) The disciplinary authority may nominate any person to present the case 
in support of the charges before the authority inquiring into the charges (herein- 
after referred to as the inquiring authority). The Board’s employee may present 
the case with the assistance of any other Board’s employee approved by the 
disciplinary authority, but may not engage a legal practitioner f or the purpose 
unless the person nominated by the disciplinary authority as aforesaid is a legal 
practitioner or unless the disciplinary authority having regard to the circumstances 
of the case, so permits. 

(7) The inquiring authority, shall, in the case of the inquiry, consider such 
documentary evidence as may be relevant or material in regard to the charges- 
Tte Board’s employee shall be entitled to cross-examine witnes examined In 
support of the charges and to give evidence to person. The person presenting fce 
case in support of the charge shall be entitled to cross-examine the Board a 
employee and the witnesses examined to his defence If the inquiring authority 
declines to examine any witness on the ground that his evidence is not releva t 
or material, it shall record Its/ reasons in writing. 


( 8 ) At the conclusion of the inquiry, the inquiring authority shall prepare a 
report of the inquiry, recording its findings of each of the charges together wlm 
reasons therefor. If, in the opinion of such authority the proceedings of the 
inquiry establish charges different from those originally framed, it may record 
findings on such charges provided that findings on such charges shall not be 
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recorded unless the Board’s employee has, admitted the tacts constituting them or 
has had an opportunity of defending himself against them. 

(9) The record of the Inquiry shall include: 

(i) the charges framed against the Board’s employee and the startement of 

allegations furnished to him under cub-rule (2); 

(ii) his written statement of defence, if any; 

(iii) the oral evidence taken in the course of the enquiry: 

(iv) the documentary evidence considered in the course of the inquiry; 

(v) the orders, if any, made by the disciplinary authority and the inquiring 

authority in regard to the inquiry; and 

(vi) a report setting out the findings on each charge and the reasons therefor. 

(10) The disciplinary authority shall, if it is not the inquiring authority, consider 
the record of the enquiry and record its findings on each charge. 

(11) (1) If the disciplinary authority, having regard to its findings on the 
charges, is of the opinion that any of the penalties specified in clauses (v) to (ix) 
■of rule 8 should be imposed, it shall, — 

(a) furnish to the Board’s employee a copy of the report of the Inquiring 
Authority and, where the disciplinary authority is not the inquiring 
authority, a statement of its findings together with brief reasons for 
disagreement, if any, with the findings of the inquiring authority, and 

<b) give the Board’s: employee a notice stating the penalty proposed to be 
imposed on him and calling upon him to submit within a specified 
time such representation as he may wish to make against the proposed 
penalty: 

Provided that such representation shall be based only on the evidence 
adduced during the inquiry. 

(11) The disciplinary authority shall consider the representation, if any, made 
t>y the Board’s employee in response to the notice upder clause (i) and determine 
what penalty, if any, should be imposed on the Board’s employee and pass appro- 
priate orders on the case. 

(12) If the disciplinary authority, having regard to its findings is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in clauses (i) to (iv) of rule 8 snould be imposed. 
It shall pass appropriate orders in the case- 

03) Orders passed by the disciplinary authority shall be communicated to the 
Board’s employee who shall also be supplied with a copy of the report of the 
Inquiring authority, and where the disciplinary authority, is not the inquiring 
authority, a statement of its findings together with the brief reasons of disagree- 
ment, if any, with the findings of the inquiring authority, unless they have already 
been supplied to him, 

12. Opportunity to make representation — (1) No order imposing any of the 
penalties specified in clauses (1) to (iv) of rule 8 shall be passed except after — 

(a) the Board’s employee is informed in writing of the proposal to take 

action against him and of the allegations on which it is proposed to 
be taken and is given an opportunity to make any representation 
he may wish to make; and 

(b) such representation, if any, Is taken into consideration by the disciplinary 

authority. 

'(2) The record of proceedings in such cases shall include— 

(i) a copy of the intimation to the Board’s employee of the proposal to take 
action against him; 

(Ii) a copy of the statement of allegation Communicated to him; 

<iii) his representation, if any; and 

<iv) the orders on the case together with the reasons therefor. 
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13. Common proceeding in respect of two or more employees. — (1) Where two> 
or more Board’s employees are concerned in any cnse, the Central Government or 
any other authority competent to impose the penalty of dismissal from service on 
all such Beard's employees may make an order directing that disciplinary action 
against all of them may be taken in a common proceeding. 

(2) (a) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (b) of sub-rule (1), If 
In a case it is proposed alter considering the representation, if any, made by the 
Board’s employee under clause (a) of that sub-rule, to withhold increments of pay 
and such withholding of increments is likely to affect adversely the amount of 
pension payable to the Board’s! employee or to withhold increments of pay for a 
period exceeding three years or to withhold increments of pay with cumulative 
effect for any period, an inquiry shall be held in the matter laid down in sub-rules 
(3) to (12) of rule 11, before making any order imposing on the Board’s employee- 
any such penalty. 

(3) Any such order shall specify — 


(i) the authority which may function as the disciplinary authority for the 

purpose of such common proceeding; 

(ii) the penalties specified in rule 8 which such disciplinary authority shall 

be competent to impose; and 

(ill) whether the procedure prescribed in rule 11 or rule 12 may be followed 
In the proceeding. 


14- Special procedure In certain cases. — Notwithstanding anything contained la 
rules 11, 12 and 13 — 

(a) where a penalty is imposed on a Board’s employee on the ground of 

conduct which has led to his conviction of a criminal charge, or 

(b) where the disciplinary authority 1* satisfied for reasons to be recorded 

in writing that it is not reasonably practicable to follow the procedure- 
prescribed In the satfd rules, or 

(c) where the Central Government is satisfied that in the interest of the- 

Board, it is not expedient to follow the procedure, 


the disciplinary authority may consider the circumstances of the case and pas® 
such orders thereon as it deems fit, 

15 Provision regarding borrowed officers- — (1) Where an order of suspension 
Is made or a disciplinary proceeding is* taken against a Board’s employee whose- 
services have been borrowed from the Central Government or a State Government, 
local or any other authority, the authority lending his services (hereinafter in thiff 
rule referred to as “the lending authority”) shall forthwith be informed of the- 
circumstances leading to the order of his suspension or the commencement of the 
disciplinary proceeding, as the case may be. 

(2) In the light of the findings in the disciplinary proceeding taken against the 
Board employee — 

(i) If the disciplinary authority is of the opinion that any of the penalties 
specified in clauses (i) to (iv) of rule 8 should be imposed on him, i« 
may, after consultation with the lending authority, pass such order® 
on the case as it deem necessary: 

Provided that in the event of a difference of opinion between the discipli- 
nary authority and the lending authority the services of the Board ® 
employee shall be replaced at the disposal of the lending authority; 

(il ' If the disciplinary authority is of one opinion that any of the penalties 
specified in clauses (v) to (lx) of rule 8 should be imposed on ^m, the 
services of the Board’s employee shall be replaced at the disposal of 
the lending authority; and the proceedings of the inquiry shall be 
transmitted to It for such action as might deem necessary. 

Past VI — Appeal 

16- Orders against which no appeal lies. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
In this Part, no appeal shall lie against:— 

(i) any order made hy the Central Government; 

(ii) any order of an interlocutory nature or of the nature of a step- in -aid 

or the final disposal of a disciplinary proceeding, other than an order 
of suspension; 
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(ill) any order passed by an Inquiring authority in the course of an inquiry 
under rule 11. 

17. Orders against which appeal lies. — Subject to me -pruvlsion of rule 16, a 
Board’s employee may prefer an appeal against all or any of the following, 
namely: — 

(i) an order of suspension made or deemed to have been made under rule 7; 

(ii) an order imposing any of the penalties specified in rule 8 whether made 

by the disciplinary authority or by any appellate or reviewing 
authorit 

(iii) an order enhancing any penalty, imposed under rule 8; 

(iv) an order which.— 

(a) denies or varies to his disadvantage his pay, allowances, pension or 

other ccnoitions of service as regulated by rules or by agree- 
ment. or 

(b) interprets to his disadvantage the provisions of any such rule or 

agreement; 


(v) an order. — 

(a) stopping him at the efficiency bar in the time scale of pay on the 
ground of his unfitness to cross the bar; 
lb) reverting him while officiating in a nigher grade or post to a lower 
grade or post, otherwise than as a penalty; 

(c) reducing or withholding the pension or denying the maximum pension 

admit sible to him under the rules; 

(d) determining the subsistence and other allowances to be paid to him 

for the period of suspension or for the period during which he is 
deemed ti be under suspension or for any portion thereof; 

(e) determining his pay and allowances:— 

(i) for the period, of suspension; or 

(ii) for the period from the date of his dismissal, removal, or com- 

pulsory retirement from service or from the date of his reduc- 
tion to a lower grade, post, time scale of pay or a stage in a 
time scale of pay, to the date of his reinstatement of restorate 
to his grade or post, 

(I) determining whether or not the period from the date of his suspen- 
sion or from the date of his dismissal, removal, compulsory retire- 
ment or reduction to a lower grade, post, time scale of pay or a 
stage in a time scale of pay, to the date of his reinstatement or res- 
toration to his grade or post; 

shall be treated as a period spent on duty for any purpose. 
Explanation. — In this rule: — 

(i) the expression “Board’s employee” includes a person who has ceased to 

be in the service of the Board; 

(ii) the expression “pension’' includes .additional pension, gratuity and any 

other retirement benefit- 

18, Appellate authorities. — (1) A Board’s employee, including a person who 
has ceased to be in the service of the Board, may prefer an appeal against all or 
any of the orders specified in rule 17 to the authority specified in this behalf in 
the Schedule, 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1):— 

(i) an appeal against an order in common proceeding held under rule 10 

shall lie to the authority to which the authority functioning as the 
disciplinary authority for the purpose of that proceeding is imme- 
diately subordinate; 

(ii) where the person who made the order appealed against becomes by 

virtue of his subsequent appointment or otherwise, the appellate 
authority in respect of such order, an appeal against such order shall 
lie to the authority to which such person is immediately subordinate. 
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ls. Period of limitation for appeals. — No appeal preferred under this Part 
shall be entertained unless such appeal la preferred within a period of forty-five 
days from the date on which a copy of the order appealed against is delivered 
to the appellant: 

Provided TH£ft the appellate authority may entertain the appeal after the ex- 
piry- ot the said period, if it is satisfied that the appellant had sufficient cause 
for not preferring the appeal in time. 

20- Form of contents of appeal — (1) Every person preferring on appeal shall 
do so separately and in his own name. 

(2) The appeal shall he presented to the authority to whom the appeal lies, 
a copy being forwarded by the appellant to the authority which made the order 
appealed against. It shall contain all material statements and arguments on 
which the appellant relies, shall not contain any disrespectful or improper langu- 
age and shall be complete in itself. 

(3) The authority which made the order appealed against shall on receipt of 
a copy of the appeal, forward the same with its comments thereon together with 
the relevant records to the appellate authority without any avoidable delay, and 
without waiting for any direction from the appellate authority. 

21- Consideration of appeal.— (1) In the case of an appeal against an order of 
suspension, the appellate authority shall consider whether In the light of the 
provisions of rules 6 to 10 and having regard to the circumstances of the case, 
the order of suspension is justified or not and confirm or revoke the order accord- 
ingly. 

(2) In the case of an appeal against an order imposing any of the penalties 
specified in rule 8 or enhancing any penalty imposed under the said rule, the 
appellate authority shall consider: — - 

(a) whether the pocedure laid down in the rules has been complied wilh, 

and if not whether such non-compliance has resulted in the violation 
of any provisions of the Constitution of India or In the failure of 
justice; 

(b) whether the findings of the disciplinary authority are warranted by 

the evidence on the record; and 

(c) whether the penalty or the enhanced penalty imposed Is adequate, 

inadequate or severe; and pass order-r — 

(i) confirming, enhancing, reducing or setting aside th e penally; or 
(U) remitting the case to the authority which imposed or enhanced the 
penalty or to any other authority with such direction as it may 
deem fit in the circumstances of the case: 

Provided that 

(i) if the enhanced penalty which the appellate authority proposes to Im- 

pose is one of the penalties specified in clauses (v) to (ix) of rule 8 
and an inquiry under- rule U has not already been held in the case 
the appellate authority shall, subject to the provisions of rule 14' 
itself hold such inquiry or direct thart such inquiry be held in accord- 
ance with the provisions of rule 11 and thereaiter. on a consideration 
of the proceedings such inquiry and after giving the appellant a 
reasonable opportunity as far as may be in accordance with the 
provisions of rule 11 of making a representation against the penalty 
proposed on the basts of the evidence adduced during such inquiry, 
make such orders as it deem fit; 

(ii) if the enhanced penalty which the appellate authority proposes to im- 

pose is one of the penalties specified in clauses (v) to (ix) of rule 8 
and an inquiry under rule 14 has already been held in the case, the 
appellate authority shall after giving the appellant a reasonable 
opportunity, as far as may be in accordance with the provisions of 
rule 11 of making a representation against the penalty proposed on 
the basis of th e evidence adduced during the inquiry, make such 
orders as may deem fit; and 

(til) no order Imposing ah enhanced penalty shall be made in any other case 
unless the appellant has been given a reasonable opportunity, as 
far as may bo in accordance with the provisions of rule 12, of making 
a representation against such enhanced penalty 

(3) In an appeal against any other order specified in rule 17 the appellate 
authority shall consider all the circumstances cf the case and make such orders 
as it may deem just and equitable. 
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22. Implementation of orders in appeal. — The authority which made the order 

appealed against shall give effect to the orders parsed by the appellate authority. 

23. Withholding of appeals. — (1) The authority which made the order appealed 
against may withhold the appeal if; — 

(i) it is an appeal against an order from which no appeal lies; or 

(ii) it does r.ot comply with any of the piovlsions of sub-rule (2) of rule 

20; or 

(ill) it is not submitted within the period specified in ride 19 and no cause 
is shown for the delay; or 

(lv) It is a repetition of an appeal already decided and no new facts or 
circumstances are adduced: 

Provided that an appeal withheld on the ground only that it does not com- 
ply with the provisions of sub-rule (2) of rule 20 shall be returned to the appel~ 
lant and, if resubmitted within one month, after compliance with the said provi- 
sions, shall not be withheld, 

(2) Where an appeal is withheld, the appellant shall be informed of the fact 
and the reasons therefor. 

(3) At the commencement of each quarter, n list of appeals withheld by any 
authority during the previous quarter, together with the reasons for withholding 
them, shall be furnished by that authority to tfie Appellate Authority. 

Part VII — Review 

24 Review. — (.1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the rules, the Cen- 
tral Government may, at any time, either on Its own motion or otherwise, call for 
the records of any inquiry and review any order made under these rules and:— 

(a) confirm, modify or set aside the ' rder; or 

(b) confirm, reduce, enhance or set aside hie penalty imposed by the order, 

or Impose any penalty whore no penalty has been imposed; or 

.(cl remit, the case to the authority which made the erder or to any other 
authority directing such authority to make such further inquiry as it 
may consider proper in the circumstances of the case; or 

(d) pass such other orders as it may deem fit: 

Provided that no order Imposing or enhancing any penalty shall be made by 
any reviewing authority unless the Board’s employee concerned has been given 
a reasonable opportunity of making a representation against the penalty proposed 
and where it is proposed to impose any of the penalties specified In clauses (v) 
to (lx) of rule 8 or to enhance the penalty imposed by the order sought to be 
reviewed, to any of the penalties specified in those clauses, no such penalty shall 
be imposed except after an inquiry in the manner laid down in rule 11 and after 
giving a reasonable opportunity to the Board’s employee concerned of showing 
cause against the penalty proposed on the evidence adduced during the inquiry. 

(2) The Chairman may, on his own motion or otherwise, call for the records 
of the case In a disciplinary proceeding taken oy a subordinate authority, review 
any order passed in such a case and pass such orders as he deems nt, as if 
the Board’s employee had preferred an appeal against such order: 

Provided that no action under this sub-rule shall be initiated more than six 
months after the date of the order to be reviewed. 

(3) An application for review shall be dealt with in the same manner as if 
It were an appeal under these rules. 

Part VIII — Miscellaneous 

25. Service of orders. — Every order, notice and other process made or issued 
under these rules shall be served in person on the Board’s employee concerned 
or communicated to him by registered post, 

20, Power to relax time limit.— Save as otherwise expressly provided in these 
rules the authority competent under these mles to make any order may, for 
good and sufficient reasons or if sufficient cause Is shown, extend the time speci- 
fied in these rules or condone any delay. 

27. Slaving. — (1) Any proceedings pending at the commencement of these rule? 
shall be continued and disposed of as far may be. in accordance with the provi- 
sions of these rules. 
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(2) Nothing in these rules shall be construed a 3 depriving any person to whom 
these rules apply, of any right of appeal which had accrued to him under the 
rules, notifications or orders in force before the commencement of these rules. 

(3) An appeal pending at thg commencement of these rules against an order 
made before such commencement shall be considered and orders thereon shall 
be made in accordance with these rules, as if such order were made and the 
appeal were preferred under these rules. 

(4) As from the commencement of these rules any appeal or application for 
review against any orders marie before such commencement shall be preferred 
or made under these rules, as if such orders were made under these rules: 

Provided that nothing in these rules shall be construed as reducing any period 
t< limitation for any appeal or review provided by any rule in force before the 
commencement of these rules. 

28. Removal of doubts.— If any doubt arises as to the interprets don of any 
of the provisions of these rules, the matter shall be referred to th e Central 
Government for decision.

G-S.B. 1067. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President, hereby makes the following rules regulating

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued from 
time to time by the Government of India. 
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5. Liability to serve In Defence Services and posts connected with Defence. — 

Any person appointed to the post of Mechanical Marine Engineer shall, if so 
required, be liable to serve in any Defence Service or post connected with the 
Defence of India, for a period of not less than four years, including the period 
spent on training, if any: 

Provided that such person, 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten 

years from the date of appointment; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining 

the age of forty-five years. 

6. Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a pgrson having 

a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds fen so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it ia 
necessary or expedient so to do it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts.

G.S.R, 1082. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in Manu- 
facture of Starch) Order, 1900, namely: — 1 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in Manu- 
facture of Starch ) Amendment Order, 1971. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in Manufacture of Starch) Order, 1906, 
for sub-clausc (a) of clause 2, the following sub-clause shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

“(a) “foodgrains” means all foodgrains other than hybrid maize and desi maize 
grown in India,”
